We are in receipt of a letter from our Brazilian Agent, Dr. 
Gustavo Penna, who is a man of considerable prominence in his 
country, advising that Mr. Pedro Massena has been negotiating with 
the Brazilian Government in order to get the Government to purchase 
his collection of medals and coins which he advises as per the 
enclosed catalogue amounts to over 16,000, including the paper money 
of which there are 1,900, 


Mr. Massena, as he claims, possesses the preatest collection in 
existence, the second largest is owned by Mr. Julius Meils of Zunich, 
Switzerland, who has a little over 5,000 coins. His collection 
covers or contains Holland demominations of the XVl1 century. Negoti-~ 
ations for purchasing this collection were arranged with the former ¥ 
*Brazilian Government but were upset by the present Government on account 
of the necessity of reducing all public expenses, due to the war 
conditions, making it therefore, impossible for Mr. Massena to close 
the sale with the Government Museum at Rio de Janeiro. The price at 
which the collection was offered to the Brazilian Government is $60,000. — 


Dr. Penna advises that it has been Mr. Massena's desire that 
his collection should stay in his country, but as he is now of advanced 
age, resolved to sell the collection abroad. |
